Baker also said the woman had 
unusually good looking teeth 


A woman exercising her horse shortly 


before 4 p.m. yesteiday made the 
gruesome discovery in a clump of brush 
along the side of Highway 246, about 
two miles west of Buellton. Identity of 
the woman was withheld. Detectives 
said she was emotionally distraught as a 
result of the find. 
The body was found in an isolated, 
brush-covered area a few feet off a side 
road that runs south from Highway 246, 
about four miles east of Mail Road 
Detectives said the body could have 
been thrown from a car. 
Detectives and investigators roped off 
the side road to protect possible clues 
from being destroyed. 
Meanwhile teams of investigators 
were combing the files of missing 
persons in an effort to identify the 
woman. 
'No progress' at 
J-M lockout talk 
but new meet set

A peace meeting between negotiators for Johns-Manville Products Co. and 
chemical union workers ended on a "no progress" note yesterday, but voices of 
optimism were sounded today. Another meeting with the two parties and a federal 
mediator has been set for Jan. 22. 
Chemical union chief Tom McCall said 
"as long as we’re talking, there’s hope " 
In a statement on the meeting issued 
today, the union said: "The negotiating 
session held with the company .. yielded 
no progress (see photo page 2). The 
union asked the company if they would 
be willing to take part of the wages and 
benefits of the company’s last offer and 
apply that cost to a better pension plan 
This suggestion was refused. 
"When asked why the union was not 
allowed to buy a better pension plan, the 
reply was that it is a corporate decision. 
"The union leadership has not up to 
now, nor in the future has any plans of 
condoning any acts of violence or 
vandalism It regrets any inconvenience 
to residents of Miguelito Canyon or 
other citizens," the statement said 
"The union feels that the lockout was 
the ultimate act of intimidation by the 
company and agress with the company 
that acts of intimidation are counter­ 
productive " 
In a brief comment on the meeting 
held yesterday, Paul Bumum, industrial 
relations director at J-M, stated that the 
company was happy that dialogue was 
taking place and that it would continue 
Jan. 22 He said that he was particularly 
appreciative of the efforts of Mayor 
E C. Stevens and Federal Mediator 
Frank Allen. 
There have been sporadic acts of 
violence and malicious mischief since J- 
M locked its gates on Dec 9 to all except 
supervisory and salaried personnel.

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Reaction to Ford proposals 
Demos want tax cut to favor 
low, middle income groups 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford is pushing for a tax cut that would 
benefit all levels of wage earners —from 
the very rich to the very poor. But the 
overwhelmingly Democratic Congress 
has other ideas. 
Influential congressional Democrats 
say any cut in taxes —such as Ford’s 
proposed 12 per cent 1974 rebate up to a 
maximum of $1,000 —should be aimed 
only at those in the lower to middle 
income brackets 
House Speaker Carl Albert said today 
he believes "there will be a difference 
about whether there will be a ceiling, an 
income ceiling on taxpayers who will be 
eligible for the tax cut." 
Sen. Henry M. Jackson, D-Wash., 
echoed Albert’s sentiments by saying 
"there will be a tax c u t... but it will not 
be the tax cut that he (Ford) has in mind 
because it does not take care of the 
middle and low income groups." 
Jackson predicted that Congress will 
enact legislation that would set a cut-off 
point of $15,000. The tax rebate, Jackson 
said, would begin to decline after that 
salary level is reached. 
Rep. A1 Ullman, D-Ore., incoming 
chairman of the tax-writing House Ways 
and Means Committee, said the panel 
would begin work on a tax cut soon with 
an eye toward having a bill on the House 
floor in March. But he also said Ford’s 
program 
would 
probably 
undergo 
significant alterations. 


Sen. Walter Mondale, D-Minn., said he 
supports Ford’s plan for an immediate 
tax reduction, "but I want it to go to 
moderate and low income families." He 
also suggested that the rebate should be 
effective for two or three years and that 
a single repayment be made by the 
government in April, instead of in two 


installments as suggested by Ford. 
On the GOP side, House Republican 
leader John Rhodes praised Ford's

"I think the plan is right for this 
time," Rhodes said. "The President has 


Layoffs costing millions 
health insurance benefits 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — Rep. James C. Corman, D-Calif., asserts that job layoffs 
are costing millions of Americans their health insurance coverage. 
Many policies lapse 30 days after a worker has left his job. 
Corman said Monday he would introduce national health insurance legislation 
Tuesday during the opening session of the 94th Congress that would protect family 
health needs "even during times of unemployment." 
He is the chief House sponsor of organized labor-supported health insurance for all 
Americans financed through the Social Security system. 
About 40 million Americans have no health insurance, Corman said in a statement. 
“ In the next few months they will be joined by additional millions of unemployed 
workers who will lose their private insurance coverage as a result of recent job 
layoffs,” he said. 
"In other words, because of current economic conditions, millions of families will 
lose the health protection that was contingent upon their employment." 
Corman is a member of the House Ways and Means Committee which must 
originate tax legislation. 
The proposed Health Security Act he will introduce would largely eliminate 
private health insurance. "After 30 years of trying, private health insurance has 
failed to come even close to meeting the nation’s need for health protection,” he 
said.

Foes, friends trade salvos at oil plant hearing

The Board of Supervisors heard vehement arguments both 
for and against the proposed $26-million Exxon Corp. oil and 
gas processing plant Monday during a four-hour afternoon 
and gvening hearing in the County Administration Building. 
The board voted to continue the hearing to Jan. 20 at 2 
p.m. for the purpose of setting a possible Jan. 27 date to 
wind it up. 
Foes of the project, which is linked with Exxon’s plan to 
drill in record deep waters off the Refugio coastline, are 
insisting the hearing be continued in a Santa Barbara 
auditorium which can hold more persons than are 
accommodated in the supervisors’ hearing room. 
It seemed likely the supervisors will agree to at least one 
more evening session before voting on the Exxon rezoning 
plan for the siting of its plant in Las Flores Canyon, 20 miles 
west of Santa Barbara. 
Vociferous anti-oil feelings erupted last night as Exxon 
foes finally got a chance to air their views, after Board 
chairman Francis H. Beattie allowed Exxon proponents 
three hours to voice their backing of the highly 
controversial project. 


Earlier, Assemblyman Gary K. Hart sent word he was 
opposing the project on the grounds that the facility "would 
tend to allow massive expansion of oil development in the 
channel, much of which would be of an experimental nature 
and set a precedent toward industrialization of the county 
coastline to the detriment of agriculture and tourism 
Beattie indicated he would allow oil foes the same amount 
of time that industry supporters got. 


Mrs. George Sidenberg, president, Carpintería Valley 
Assn., claimed Beattie had allowed a "virtual filibuster” 
for the industry position before allowing objectors to speak. 
She warned the supervisors they shouldn’t move hastily to 
approve the project because new Congressional legislation 
could delay Federal drilling in the channel. 
Get Oil Out (GOO) President Francis Sarguis said a 
majority of the people of the coastal area was looking to the 
supervisors to "say no” to the Exxon proposal "so it can do 
its experimenting elsewhere." 


North county interests appeared so solidly for the 
proposal that Supervisor James M. Slater asked: 
"Any chance of putting the plant in Santa Maria or 
Lompoc?" 
Spokesmen supporting Exxon represented Lompoc Valley 
Chamber of Commerce, Santa Maria Valley Chamber of 
Commerce and the Lompoc Valley Economic Development 
Assn. 
Other 
supporters 
included 
Firman 
Fuerbom, 
secretary, Building Trades Council, and George Smith and 
Carl Engle of Santa Maria. 


Joining in condemnation of the project were Murray 
Lewis, Sierra Club oil committee chairman; and a large 
number of other Santa Barbarans. 
Backing the project were County Taxpayers’ Assn., Tax- 
Action Assn., Inc., of Santa Barbara; George Castagnola, 
former operator of the Santa Barbara Wharf, and Donald 
Weaver, of Santa Barbara, industry consultant. 
In other developments: 
— Exxon spokesman, Attorney Stanley Hatch, contended 
that foes of the oil project were making a mistake if they 
felt that a defeat for the onshore operation would mean 


Exxon would abandon its plan to exploit the 83,000 acre 
Santa Ynez unit in deep Federal waters offshore. He said 
Exxon has made the decision to get ahead with a possible 
environmentally dangerous offshore processing and storage 
facility if the onshore plant is denied by the supervisors or 
if a threatened referendum overturns the county rezoning 
ordinance allowing the plant. 
— Hatch said Exxon will go through with the offshore 
plant — as authorized by the Federal government — even 
though it would mean an additional $50 million cost figure 
for the estimated 40-year project of taking oil from the 
channel leaseholds off the area from Pt. Conception to El 
Capitan. 
— Gross oil revenues yearly from the 17-tract Santa Ynez 
Unit were seen as climbing to $216 million from oil 
production based on a peak production figure of 80,000 
barrels a day, Hatch said. He said natural gas production 
could bring a gross revenue figure of $10 million annually 
for the operation. 
— Supervisor Frank J. Frost, questioning Hatch, said: 
"You chll these gross revenue figures; I call them 
immoral.” 
— Hatch claimed the offshore facilities would be feasible 
technologically and economically with oil production profits 
alone, even though the offshore plant couldn’t handle 
natural gas. 
— Supervisor James M. Slater joined Frost in attacking 
the proposal. "The oil companies have a poor track record," 
said Slater. "They have influenced and bought legislation. 
Your arguments add up to this: We had better take the 
onshore facility, or we’ll get the worse offshore one." Frost 
told Hatch. 
"You are letting a leviathan into this 


community,” adding that he doubted Exxon could be 
controlled by the county once it were in. 
— Slater told Board chairman Francis H. Beattie at one 
point: "You’re the chairman by some quirk," when Beattie 
attempted to shut Slater off. He was referring to a move by 
new Supervisors Harrell Fletcher and Robert Kaliman in 
voting to sidetrack Frost from the chairmanship this year 
because of "politics." 


— Hatch, telling Slater he was “prejudiced against oil 
companies," went on to state that Exxon was adhering to 
the county’s oil policy in trying to locate the plant in 
remote Las Flores Canyon, 20 miles west of Santa Barbara, 
rather than on the ocean bluff where earlier oil facilities 
have been located in handling offshore oil from state leases. 
He said the Exxon plant had merit because it would 
consolidate handling of oil and gas products from 17 tracts 
and would merely be expanding the Capitan oil field in 
Corral Canyon, the entrance to Las Flores Canyon. 


— Approval of the onshore plant would mean Santa 
Barbara would be making an energy contribution to the rest 
of the country, the supervisors were told by other speakers 
favoring the project. Natural gas as well as oil have been in 
short supply, it was stated. 
— The board received 22 letters favoring the project, 
including the County Taxpayers Assn., Tax-Action Assn., 
Inc., of Santa Barbara; Union of Electrical Workers, Local 
413; Assn. of Pipefitters and Plumbers, and a motor lodge 
operator. Milton Weinstein, who has operated a Santa 
Barbara motel on the oceanfront, backed the project also, 
as did Elizabeth Hbolboll, owner of the property adjacent to 
the 1,500 acre Exxon site. 


F rost moves to cut 
So. Coast pollution

The Santa Barbara County Animal Control, in conjunction with 
the Mid-Coast Veterinary Medical Assn., and 4-H Clubs will 
conduct a rabies inoculation clinic for dogs and cats in Lompoc 
Saturday. 
The clinic for dogs will be held from 1 to 4 p.m. at the Veterans 
Memorial building in the east parking lot. The clinic for cats will 
take place at Pioneer Park, East Pine and North Fourth St., from 
1 to 4 p.m. 
Animals must be four months or older and dog license sales also 
requires the dog to be four months or older. 
Rabies shots will be $2.50 and the regular dog license will be $6. 
Senior citizens, 65-years or older with identification, will be 
charged $3; altered dogs with certificate, $3 and senior citizens 
with altered dogs with certificates, $1.50. 
All dogs and cats at the clinic must be on a leash and under 
control of a responsible person or in a container. 
No spaying or neutering certificates will be issued at the clinics. 
Santa Barbara County experienced 30 cases of rabies during 
1974 in wild life animals. No rabies have been found in pet dogs 
and cats and this is attributed to vigilance in promoting 
immunization clinics for dogs and cats and the cooperation of the 
public.

Ford urges tax cut, energy taxes 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — Scrapping much of his go-easy 
economic program, President Ford will seek tough new anti­ 
recession fheasures: a 12 per cent rebate on 1974 personal income 
taxes, import barriers that will lead to higher gasoline prices and 
a lid on most federal spending 
“ We are in trouble,” the President told a national television 
audience Monday in a speech from the White House library that 
previewed Wednesday's State of the Union message. 
Ford said the country is not on the brink of a 1930-style 
depression He indicated WIN buttons are no longer enough and 
said the government must take strong measures to counter 
unemployment and recession as well as inflation Among them: 
—A 12 per cent rebate on last year’s federal income taxes, up to 
$1,000 per tax return, that would release $12 billion of potential 
purchasing power to consumers. An average family of four 
earning $12,000 in 1974 and paying $1,228 in taxes would get $147.36 
in two equal payments in May and September. 
—A $4 billion increase in investment tax incentives for business. 
—A $30 billion increase in energy taxes and tariffs designed to 
make Americans cut down on the use of gasoline and fuel oil. This 
will likely mean a sudden price hike of about 7 cents a gallon in 
retail gasoline with even higher prices to come 
—A one-year moratorium on new federal spending programs 
and a clear threat to veto any new money measures passed by 
Congress 
—A temporary 5 per cent ceiling on federal pay increases and a 
similar lid on automatic boosts in Social Security benefits and 
government and military retirement. 
Ford said he would use his emergency powers to raise the tariff, 
or import fee, on petroleum by $3 a barrel within 90 days. Hie idea 
is to encourage conservation and development of alternative 
sources of energy to high-priced Middle East crude oil. 
Most of the program will require Congress’ approval, and early 
reaction showed Ford’s desire to give even wealthy taxpayers a 
slice of the 1974 rebate was in for tough sledding. 
“ Any credit for 1974 taxes would have to be given to the low and 


moderate income group to be acceptable to Congress in my 
judgment,” said A1 Ullman, D-Ore , acting chairman of the House 
Ways and Means Committee, the panel that must clear all tax 
bills. 
Ullman agreed with Ford on the amount of money needed to 
stimulate the slumping economy —$43 billion that is likely to 
leave Ford, an avowed fiscal conservative, sporting the biggest 
budget deficit since the free-spending New Deal administration of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
Most of that sum derives from energy tax revenues that Ford 
said should be passed through to consumers, businesses and local 
governments in the form of payments and credits. This includes a 
cash payment to the poorest Americans who pay no income tax at 
all. 
Ford chose the informal setting of the basement library, at 
times standing near a blazing fireplace, to convey his stern 
message to the country. 
“ Americans are at their very best when the going is rough,” he 
said at the outset. “ Right now the going is rough and it may get 
rougher. But if we do what must be done, we will be well on our 
way to better days.” 
A few hours earlier, House Democratic leaders laid down their 
remedies for the nation’s ills including limited wage-price 
controls on the biggest industries, allocation of credit to housing 
and small business, more public service jobs and tax cuts of more 
than $10 billion. 
Ford, on the other hand, continued to shun wage-price controls. 
He asked labor and management to show voluntary restraint. “ No 
one will be allowed to prosper from the temporary hardships most 
of us bear willingly,” he added. 
But the emphasis on volunteerism and inflation as “ public 
enemy No. 1” —so much a theme of Ford’s earlier economic 
policy —was missing. “ The reason is that the situation has 
changed,” he said. “ You know it and I know it. 
“ What we need most urgently today is more spending money in 
your pockets rather than in the Treasury in Washington.” 


Schlesinger cites CIA 'misdemeanors' 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - De 
fense Secretary James Schles- 
inger says his post-Watergate 
review of domestic Central 
Intelligence Agency operations 
disclosed

Betty Ford free of cancer 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — White House Physician Dr. William 
Lukash says First Lady Betty Ford shows no recurrence of cancer 
and will be able to step up her activities and do more traveling if 
she wants. 
The optimistic report came after Mrs. Ford underwent a four- 
hour “ postoperative evaluation” Monday at Bethesda Naval 
Medical Center in suburban Maryland. The checkup was her first 
major medical examination since doctors removed her left breast 
there Sept. 28. 
“ Everything appears to be completely in order,” Lukash said. 
“ All the laboratory tests showed that there is no evidence of a 
recurrence” of the malignancy. 
Lukash said Mrs. Ford would be able to “ carry on her normal 
activities” and do “ extensive traveling. I expect she will be 
stepping up her activities.” 
The examination was supervised by Dr. William Fouty, the 
surgeon who performed the breast removal. 
Mrs. Ford, who is taking chemotherapy treatments every six 
weeks, will undergo similar medical examinations every four 
months, Lukash said.

Northrop not giving up 
on YF-17 sales to Navy 


HAWTHOKNE, Calif (U PI) — Northrop Corp is not giving up 
hope yet for large sales of its YF17 fighter, which lost out Monday 
to the YF16 of General Dynamics in a multibillion dollar contest 
for U.S. Air Force sales 
Northrop is pinning its hopes to the U S Navy and European air 
forces. 
European nations are still interested in the Northrop plane, a 
company spokesman sa id 
Piet Dankaert, a prominent Dutch legislator, was at the 
Northrop factory when the Pentagon decision was announced and 
called it “ quite a shock" for his country, which preferred the 
Northrop design, he said. 
The air forces of Holland, Belgium, Norway and Denmark have 
been waiting for the United States to choose between the two 
planes, so they could in turn decide potentially huge sales 
contracts between the U.S. fighter and the rival French-built 
Mirage FI. 
A Northrop spokesman said that foreign air forces, and the U.S. 
Navy, favor Northrop’s twin-engine design over the Texas firm’s 
single-engine plane, and so may still place large orders. 
Northrop said the impact on employment at its plant here would 
not be immediate, although a complete failure of the fighter 
program could cost the Southern California aerospace complex 
30,000 jobs, even as the Texas area profits. 
“ It depends on our success with the other customers,” the 
Northrop spokesman said 
The Air Force agreed to buy at least 650 of the General 
Dynamics planes and may take as many as 1,000 The Navy 
decision, involving about 800 planes, is to be announced within 90 
days.

Guard, notSirhan, killed 
Kennedy, High Court hears 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) - The California 
Supreme Court today considered an appeal to 
reopen the investigation into the assassination 
of Sen. Robert F. Kennedy, on the grounds that 
Kennedy may have been shot by a security 
guard, not Sirhan B. Sirhan. 
Attorney Godfrey Isaac filed appeals with the 
court Monday, on behalf of Sirhan, now serving 
a life sentence for the 1968 assassination. 
Isaac based his appeal on the controversial 
“ second gun theory,” citing reports and includ­ 
ing affidavits from two experts indicating that 
more than one gun was fired in the melee that 
killed Kennedy and wounded five others. 
The appeal argued that there are grounds to 
believe that Thane Eugene Cesar, then a part 
time employe of the Ace Security Guard Co., 
had fired his pistol during Sirhan’s attack on 
Kennedy, and that Cesar’s bullet may have hit 
Kennedy. 
Cesar was not available for comment. Cesar, 
police and other witnesses have said in the past 
that only Sirhan fired any shots. 
Isaac’s petition maintained that Cesar’s gun 
was never test fired, and such tests cannot be 
carried out now. The pistol was sold to a 
resident of Arkansas, and was subsequently 
stolen and never recovered, the appeal said. 
The appeal said that Cesar was “ a vocal 
supporter of George Wallace ... and was 
associated with other right wing views” and had 
expressed hostility to the liberal views held by 
Kennedy “ a man he was supposedly guarding” 
when Kennedy was shot. 


The petition was accompanied by affidavits 
from criminalist William W. 
Harper of 
Pasadena, Calif., and Herbert L. Mac Donnell, 
director of the Laboratory of Forensic Science 
in Corning, N.Y. 
They attested that there is evidence to show 
that more than one gun was fired, that the 
bullets recovered from Kennedy’s body do not 
match all of those recovered from five persons 
wounded in the fray, and that there is evidence 
to show more shots were fired than the eight 
bullets held by Sirhan’s pistol. 


The petitions follow up the production of a 
movie, “ The Second Gun,” which referred to 
much of the same evidence, and a call by 
former New York Congressman Loward K. 
Allenstein for a new investigation. 


The demand was turned down by District 
Attorney Josephy Busch, who noted that the 
“ second gun” theory had already been the 
subject of three inquiries, none of which 
produced any evidence that anyone but Sirhan 
killed Kennedy. Dozens of witnesses saw Sirhan 
firing his revolver into Kennedy in a crowded 
pantry walkway of the Ambassador Hotel the 
night of the assassination. 


Busch said Monday that Isaac’s appeal put 
“ the issue before the proper forum, instead of 
being a topic of a tv talk show or some 
politician’s public hearing. 


“ If the court decides there is good cause to 
reopen the case and test the weapon (Sirhan 
used), I will fully cooperate,” Busch said.

At 
conclusion of this course the dog is 
released to live with and guide its new 
owner as a companion the rest of its life. 


This is Cathy’s second dog to train. 
Her first was rejected at San Rafael for

will not fully satisfy any of the 
parties in the dispute,” Brown 
said.

A killer snow storm which buried the Midwest 
under 
heavy 
snows 
and 
assailed 
the 
Appalachians rumbled off to attack New 
England today, leaving behind it a heavy shroud 
of snow and a climbing death toll. 
The total of storm-related deaths stood at 53 
today and authorities were searching for at 
least nine persons reported missing in the 
aftermath of the storm ’s march across the 
Midwest 
Seven inches of snow piled up in Concord, 
N.H., and four inches of snow was reported in 
Worcester, Mass , and heavy snow warnings 
were in effect for Maine and New Hampshire. 
Temperatures dropped sharply Monday as the 
storm launched its assault on New England, 
where a day earlier sunshine and springlike 
temperatures had brought residents out from 
their winter’s hibernation 
Weekend tem peratures had reached the 60s in 
Boston and the 40s and 50s elsewhere, but the 
mercury plummeted to the teens and 20s 
Monday as the storm approached. 
The storm brought New York City its first 
snow of the season Monday night, but it ended as 
quickly as it started. The National Weather 
Service had predicted three to five inches of 
snow for the area and issued a heavy snow 
warning, but the city received only a dusting 
and the warning was canceled 
National Guard troops manned snow-moving 
equipment and hay-lifting helicopters in the 


blizzard-clogged Midwest, 
the site of the 
storm ’s weekend siege. 
Schools were closed and traffic was snarled 
Monday in the Appalachians as the storm 
lumbered over the area, dumping a knee-deep 
blanket of snow. 
The National Weather Service said parts of 
Pennsylvania received up to 15 inches of snow 
from 
the 
storm 
and 
West Virginia and 
Tennessee got up to 12 inches A foot of snow at 
Charleston, W.Va., marked the largest snow 
accumulation in nine years. 
The storm and the sub-zero cold wave which 
followed it were blamed for 11 deaths in 
Minnesota, 11 in Iowa, 10 in Nebraska, 8 in South 
Dakota, 2 in Michigan and 1 in Illinois. Storm- 
related plane crashes claimed 10 lives —7 in a 
crash m Virginia and 3 in a Kentucky crash.

Minnesota, 
where about 
100 schools 
remained closed by towering snow drifts 
Monday, officials said a search was under way 
for eight young persons believed to have been 
camping in Kanabec County when the worst 
blizzard in 35 years swirled over the state. One

Hefner secretary 
embroiled in drugs 
apparent suicide 


CHICAGO (UPII — Bobbie Amstein, executive secretary to 
Playboy publisher Hugh Hefner, was found dead Monday in a hotel 
room, the apparent victim of a self-administered drug overdose, 
authorities said. 
Miss Amstein, 32, recently was sentenced to 15 years in prison 
on drug charges and was appealing the sentence at the time of her 
death 
Police investigator Ted Connor termed her death “an apparent 
suicide” and said two notes indicating she was contemplating 
taking her life were found in her room at the Maryland Hotel on 
the city’s Near North Side nightclub strip. The notes instructed 
authorities to contact her attorney. 
“ This is a simple drug overdose, that’s all it is. One of a 
million," Connor said. “ We are not conducting a criminal 
investigation " 
A hotel maid found Miss Arastein’s body in a locked 17th-floor 
hotel room which the victim had checked into Saturday under an 
assumed name. Police said Miss Arnstein had been dead about 24 
hours She was identified through a driver’s license for Roberta 
Amstein found in her purse. 
A bottle containing about a half dozen pills was found on a 
dresser in the room, police said. 
Connor said would take several days to complete toxicology 
reports which would verify that she died of a drug overdose. 
Miss Amstein had continued to live in the Playboy Mansion, not 
far from the Maryland Hotel, and remained on the Playboy 
payroll ater her conviction last year on federal charges of 
conspiring with a boyfriend and two other men to bring cocaine 
from Miami to Chicago. She was given a conditional 15-year 
prison sentence, and she remained free pending her appeal. 
Hefner had stood by Miss Amstein since her conviction and 
despite reports that federal investigators hoped she would talk to 
them, there have been no indications that she had. 
Her arrest was the first of a series of developments involving 
Hefner’s Playboy pad parties and a batch of Playboy executives, 
including Hefner, have been subpoenaed to testify in various 
investigations. Show business figures, including an unidentified 
Hollywood star, reportedly may also be called, along with public 
officials and business executives.

Post says Brown estimate 
on welfare costs 'low'

Legislative Analyst A. Alan 
Post says he believes that Gov. 
Edmund 
G. 
Brown 
J r .’s 
proposed 
state 
budget 
has 
underestimated welfare costs. 
The 
result 
of 
such 
a 
miscalculation could substan 
tially reduce the size of the 
currently 
projected 
$574 
m illion 
surplus 
for 
the 
upcoming fiscal year. 
In his public discussion of the 
budget, the veteran legislative 
analyst told the Senate Finance 
Committee Monday he also was 
concerned about an “ unusual 
and tricky device” proposed 
for financing construction of 
new college and university 
facilities. 
Post 
said 
he 
believed 
Brown’s proposed $300 million 
increase for welfare and Medi- 
Cal was “ low." 
“For example, the budget 
provides for only a 10 per cent 
increase,” 
Post said 
about 
Medi-Cal expenditures. 
He also questioned, in view of 
the 
troubled 
economy, 
the 
Brown administration’s esti­ 
mate that welfare rolls in the 
huge Aid to Families with 
Dependent Children category 
would drop by 14,000 persons 
during the year. 
Post’s “ unusual and tricky 


device” comment to Brown’s 
call for "loaning” money to 
higher education for construc­ 
tion and then submitting to 
voters a pair of bond issues to 
repay the state treasury 
“ I don’t like the approach of 
putting a pistol to the heads of 
the voters,” Post declared 
He explained that once the 
money 
was 
spent, 
voters 
effectively would have little 
choice except to approve the 
bond issues or leave the state 
with a bad debt. 
" It’s sort of like coming 
home and telling your wife you 
just bought a car, but you didn’t 
pay any money for it — you just 
borrowed. But someday you’re 
going to have to pay it back,” 
he added. 


Post also calculated that 
Brown’s budget represented a 
9 8 per cent increase over 
current state spending —even 
though Brown indicated the 
increase is only 4.3 per cent.

The remainder of the East 
starters include the New York Knick backcourt duo 
of Walt Frazier and Earl Monroe along with 
forwards John Havlicek of Boston and Elvin Hayes 
of Washington. The game will mark Havlicek’s 
seventh straight All-Star game appearance and 
ninth overall in his 13-year career.

SAN FRANCISCO, Calif. 
— (NEA) — The kid was, 
he admitted later, scared 
to death Hell, here he was 
in the same ring with a 
champion of the world. Not 
of Redwood City, where he 
lives. Or even of San 
Francisco The WORLD! 


It was something, he 
said, he had dreamed of all 
his life. And now in the 
second 
round, 
the 
champion reached all the 
way back for a sweeping 
left hook, and it nailed the 
kid right on the point of the 
chin and dumped him on 
the ring canvas. On his 
pants. 
Right then Ray Lunny III 
— the kid — had stopped 
being scared He bounced 
right back up and started 
being 
a 
fighter, 
a 
professional fighter. He 
jabbed with left — zing, 
zing, zing — and he whirled 
away from the southpaw 
swings of the champion. 
Then he stepped smartly 
inside and whistled right 
crosses — tat, tat, tat And 
the champion stopped and 
took another look at the 
kid. 
By the time they came 
out for Round Six, it was a 
fight But now the kid was 
the aggressor because in 
the middle of the round 


^hey collided head-on and 
when the champ stepped 
back, a gash spurted open 
above his left eye and the 
blood spurted down in to 
the socket. They had to 
stop the fight after the 
sixth because the cut had 
split further open. 
In the curious rules of 
the California State Boxing 
Commission, the fight was 
ruled a draw because the 
referee 
called 
it 
an 
"accidental butt” and the 
victim was not ahead on 
points. 
In fact, on the cards of 
the two judges, Ray Lunny 
III led over Ben Villaflor, 
the 
junior 
lightweight 
champion of the world. 
Lunny has now had 21 
professional bouts and is 
still 
undefeated 
(three 
have been draws). His 
joust with Villaflor, 
a 
main 
event 
that drew 
$45,000 at the Cow Palace 
in San Francisco, proved 
that Ray can go in with the 
best and not come out 
looking bad. 
Although 
he 
remains 
unbeaten, the kid’s career 
as 
a 
pro 
has 
been 
relatively slow He came 
off the deck in his first 
fight, 
in 
hostile 
Los 
Angeles, to earn a draw 
But he also broke his hand 
and had to wait seven 
months for it to heal. Then

he lost half a year to the 
Marines. His hands have

Glendale, 
Calif., 
product—the 
world 
record holder in the high jump 
answered quickly. 
It’s simply a matter of 
outworking the othérs, accord­ 
ing to the 6-5 stringbean 
" I feel I jump so well 
because, of the way I train in 
the fall,” 
said Stones. 
" I 
attribute 75 to 80 per cent of my 
success to that. 
" I don't know anyone else 
who goes out and runs interval 
330s, runs hills and does the 
kind 
of 
weight 
lifting for 
specific parts of the body as I 
do. 
"My technique is good but it 
can be improved a lot.” 
At 18, the frank and confident 
southern Californian surprised 
everyone — except himself 
—by winning a bronze medal at 
the Munich Olympics in his 
first 
major 
international 
competition. He went 7-3 while 
a Russian, Juri Tarmak, won at 
7-3%. 
A year later in 1973, also at 
Munich, he broke Pat Matz- 
dorf’s two-year-old world re­ 
cord of 7-6 V* with 7-6%. 
For the past two years, 
Stones has been the No. 1 high 
jumper in the world. In 1974, he 
had a top jump of 7-5% to equal 
the fourth best mark in history 
and he had six of the top eight 
efforts in the world. 
Stones is a perfectionist. At 
first, he was unhappy with ’74 
because he didn’t better his 
world record. 
" I jumped at the world 
record 24 times last year and I 
wasn’t able to make it," he 
offered. " I was very disappoin­ 
ted. However, looking back at 
it now I realize I was very 
consistent at a high level.” 
In ’75, he’s pointing for the 
Pan-American Games at Mex­ 
ico City where he plans to 
surpass his 7-6%. 
"If I’m in as good as shape as 
I was late last year,” Stones 
explained, "then I think I can 
jump 7-7% in Mexico City. Of 
course, I’d be pleased to break 
the world record any time this

MEXICO CITY - The toll taken by 
inflation in the Americas to the South is 
as damaging as anywhere in the world. 
Here in Mexico, the nearest southern 
neighbor to the United States and a 
principal 
trading 
partner, 
the 
consequences are painfully apparent. 
P r e s id e n t 
L uis 
Echeverria’s mild re­ 
forms in taxation and 
land use are threat­ 
ened by rapidly rising 
p r ic e s 
of 
b a sic 
com m odities. 
They 
have created deep re­ 
sentment and resis­ 
tance among the priv­ 
ileged rich while the 
benefits to the mass 
living on or close to 
the poverty line are in 
doubt. 
With two more years of his six-year 
term still to run, Echeverria is rated as 
honest and intensely hard working He is 
trying to curb the endemic squeeze 
deeply embedded in the government 
structure. 
The able young men working with him 
feel that if his reforms are nullified by 
inflation, 
the 
outlook 
for 
orderly 
government in Mexico is bleak indeed. 
As was symbolized by his meeting 
with 
President 
Ford 
at 
Nogales, 


Echeverria s hope of achieving stability 
within 
a 
comparatively 
democratic 
framework is vital to the United States. 
In many respects Mexico's role under 
Echeverria's leadership is unique With 
one 
Latin-American 
country 
after 
another 
falling 
under 
m ilitary 
dictatorship 
and 
with 
widespread 
terrorism 
producing 
something like 
anarchy in large areas, torture and 
killing met with killing and torture, 
Echeverria has sought to maintain good 
relations with the Third World while at 
the same time staying on friendly terms 
with the industrialized powers 
Despite pressures from Washington, 
Mexico never broke relations with Fidel 
Castro 
in 
Cuba 
That 
continuing 
relationship 
is 
useful 
now 
that 
Washington has begun to move away 
from the attempt to wall Cuba off from 
the rest of Latin America. Venezuela, 
which initiated the break with Castro, 
has just re-opened diplomatic relations 
with Havana 
Raw materials are the heart of the 
matter when it comes to getting along 
with the colossus to the North Certain 
stipulations in the Trade Reform Act 
giving the U.S. a veto over raw material 
prices, as reported from Washington, 
have caused 
indignation 
here 
The 
repercussions will be felt throughout the 
Americas. 


But Mexico has a potent ace in the 
hole. That is the oil strike in the 
southern states of Chiapas and Tabasco. 
How big the strike actually is remains a 
secret with initial reports putting the 
volume explored thus far equal to the oU 
in the Persian Gulf. 
While this may have been a gross 
exaggeration I have been informed by a 
source with every reason to know that 
the discovery is equal to that of the oil 
on Alaska’s north slope. The latter is 
estimated publicly at 30 billion barrels 
and privately it is put as high as 80 
billion. 
If the Chiapas-Tabasco find proves out 
at anything like this, the bonanza should 
overcome the balance of payments 
deficit 
and 
bolster 
the 
domestic 
economy. This stroke of good luck 
comes for Echeverria and his hard- 
pressed administration at a fortuitous 
moment. 
There is no question here of ownership 
by foreign exploiters 
In 1938 under 
President Lazaro Cardenas, Mexico 
nationalized the holdings of U.S., British 
and

properties, 
with 
compensation duly provided over a long 
period of years. F D R. wisely resisted 
the clamor to intervene with force to 
restore the foreign owners.

PEMEX, has until recently kept prices 


down below the market level as a 
subsidy to industry and the motorist. 
They are now sharply higher with 
widespread grumbling one result. The 
tourist driver says that whereas once it 
cost him 85 to $6 to fill the tank of his 
Chevrolet station wagon it is now double 
that. 
Mexico intends to take the lead in 
forming a Latin American oil exporting 
organization to control sales volume and 
prices. This would be prior to joining the 
organization of petroleum exporting 
countries (OPEC) which is dominated 
by Iran and the Arab producers. 
With the vast new oil strike, Mexico 
becomes in the new year an oil exporter 
and this should eventually mean a 
powerful voice in OPEC 


Certainly, as official sources have 
indicated, there will be no attempt to 
break the world oil cartel. But in the 
interests of the Third World, suffering 
so 
grievously 
from 
quadrupled oU 
prices, Mexico could be a moderating 
force toward bringing down prices to a 
more reasonable level 


This is for the future. For the present, 
1975 — thanks to the bonanza in the 
South — has a new look. And Echeverria 
has room to turn around in undreamed 
of a year or so ago.
